IN EARLY YOUTH. 


ORFIRIO DIAZ was born Septem- 
P iver 15, 1830, on the anniversary | 

‘of Mexican independence. Oaxa-| 
ca was his birthplace. 
a Spaniard and his mother was of 
Indian extraction. His mother at first 
that he should enter the 
church, but finally yielded to his de- 
sires, so that he pursued the studies 
then required for a lawyer's career.

Maximilian and his} 
generals were captured by him in 1867 
and soon after Mexico City capit- 
ulated: Diaz was regularly elected 
President of Mexico for the first time 
in 1877. He was succeeded at the 
end of his term by Gen. Manuel Gon- 
zales. His crowning achievement in 
the Gonzales administration was the 
abrogation of the law against Presi- 
dential re-election and in 1884 Diaz 
was elected President for the second 
time. There has been no other Presi- 
dent in Mexico since then, and until 
last summer the opposition to him 
never attained serious proportions. 
He was elected President for the

No one, who is aware of the benevo- 
lent motives prompting Rockefeller in 
seeking to secure the creation of @ 
corporation through which civilization 
and humanity might be benefited, will

In these words Mrs. Nora McMullen 
Melion, wife of Andrew Mellon, one 
of Pittsburgh's wealthiest men, com- 
mented on the hastily passed bill al- 
tering the State’s divorce law, which, 
gliding through the Legislature unno- 
ticed, Was signed April 20, by Gov. 
Tener. The act robs a wife of the 
right to a jury in a divorce suit. 

Whose powerful influence obtained 
this special legislation is not known, 
but it is pointed out that nothing 
could have been designed that would 
be more useful to Mellon. 

From the beginning of the case Mrs. 
Melion has demanded a jury trial to 
prove her innocence. It was she who 
first threatened divorce proceedings 
two years ago. The husband then 
agreed to a separation, granting her 
the income from a trust fund of $1,- 
176,000 for life. The agreement also 
created a trust fund of $350,000 for 
the two children.

New Mexico and Arizona to be Ad- 
mitted Soon, but Recall will Not 


Apply to Judges.

Stubbs in 
the campaign last year, and it was 
announced at that time that a thor- 
ough campaign to elect Senators and 
Representatives pledged. to liberal 
views would be made. : 

lt wa’ announced last by an 
officer of the State organization here 
that one hundred branch orders of the 
Kansas association had already been 
organized and that there is an ac- 
tual membership now of 15,000 men. 
The- membership is said to include}. 
every county in Kansas, although sev- 
eral counties have not organized 
branches. All the larger counties have 
from two to five branches. Lawrence, 
the home of Gov. Stubbs, has one 
branch. An association is being or- 
ganized at Alla and another will be 
organized at Maple Hill, the home of 
J. M. Dolley, and in Alma, the county 
seat of his county.

BATTLESHIPS AS TARGETS. | 


Lessons Learned Are Worth Many 
Times Their Value as dunk for 
Construction Purposes. 

[Chicago Inter-Ocean:] Many have 
asked the question, why should a war- 
ship costing $5,000,000, sound tn hull, 
able to make nearly as good speed as 
when new and completely equipped 
with guns, be deliberately demolished? 

Naval authorities anewer that ques- 
tion in one word—obsolete. Her hull 
was proved by the first broadside from 
the New Hampehtre to be incapable 
of resisting the shots of a modern 
warship. 

With a speed of only twelve knots 
an hour she could neither engage nor 
escape a modern battleship. Her guns 
are as popguns compared with those 
of the “dreadnoughts” of téday. 

These are reasons enough to naval 
experts for retiring the old vessel from 
the navy, but to laymen the question 
remains: Why should she be de- 
stroyed? 

About the most unsalable thing in 
this world is an obsolete warship. The 
metal in {t ts good only for junk. 
Moreover, a warship is built so strong- 
ly that the job of dismantling it is 
laborious and expensive. The best 
price the government could get for 
the old Texas—and the only offers 
came from junk dealers—was $40,000. 

Our naval experts quickly came to 
the decision that the old Texas was 
worth a great deal more than $40,000 
—for experimental purposes. That is 
why she was towed out to shoal water 
in Tangier Sound and made a target 
for our new battleships. Seven and 
one-half miles away and steaming at 
the rate of ten miles an hour the 
New Hampshire fired several. broad- 
sides at her. Battered and riddled, 
the. Texas settled quickly to the bot- 
tom, 

Worth many times what the Texas 
would have brought in dollars as junk 
are the following facts brought out 
by an examination of the target of 
the New Hampshire's guns, according 
to an expert eye-witness: 

Wooden decks must be eliminated. 
The flying splinters from that of the 
Texas would. have caused wholesale 
slaughter of her crew. Wooden decks 
still exist in every navy, but steel or 
fire-proof compositions must take 
their place. 

The armor belt must extend much 
farther below the water line than -even 
in the newest type of warship. Shell 
after shell struck the water, continued 
its course and plerced the hull. Piere- 
ing of engines and magazines, the vital 
parts of the modern battleship, ts oth- 
erwise considered certain in our next 
engagement. ; 

e present explosive shell is far 
from perfect. Some fired by the New 
Hampshire fatled to explode; others 
exploded in mid-air. 

Theiconning tower—-the eyes, ears 
and brains of a warship—must he 
strengthened. That of the Texas, 
built of nine-inch steel, was ‘crumpled 
up like a band-box by two shells. Pos- 
sibly the point of control will have to 
be shgfted to a vulnerable spot.

ORTIFYING THE PANAMA CANAL. 
The argument against the fortification 
of the Fanama Canal, made by iridescent 
dreamers who depend upon a Fatherhood 
of God and Brotherhood of Man basis of 
universal peace that is to be brought about 
by Carnegie’s ten millions, is that inasmuch 


it will be unnecessary to fortify the Pan- 
Canal. 


duction is unwarranted. They constitute 
not merely a one-legged syllogism, but a 
syllogism without any legs at all, for the 
major premise is untruthful, the minor 
proposition is non-existent, and the conclu- 
sion ig unwarranted. 
The Suez Canal is owned and operated by 
a stock company. All of the great powers 
of Europe are stockholders and each of 
them has one or more representatives upon 
the directorate. England has strongly for- 
tifled every approach to the canal. When 
Lord Beaconsfield was Prime Minister she 
purchased a large block of the stock and 
controls a majority of it. 
The United States has no partners in the 
ownership of the Panama Canal. It is be- 
ing built through our own territory with 
our own money. The only obligation we 
are under.to other nations is not to favor 
one nation. more than another in privileges 
granted or in the amount of tolls exacted. 
We have the right to favor the ships of our 
own nation in these respects, and thus re- 
cuperate our mercantile marine which Eng- 
land aided the Southern Confederacy to 
drive from the seas half a century ago. 
We bought and paid for the strip of land 
through which the canal passes, and bought 
and paid for exclusive sovereignty, domin- 
ion and control over it. The canal is an 
outlying naval and army post of our own, 
even as Gibraltar is an outlying post of 
Great Britain. It is a thousand miles from 
our nearest base. It is absurd to assert 
that in its isolated position it is safer with- 


fuse to fortify it would be to furnish any 
possible enemy an opportunity to assail it 
more effectively. Fortifications are better 
defenses than treaties, for treaties may be 
broken, and have, as the history of the 
world shows—often been broken. By the 
neutrality treaty with Great Britain we did 
not make her a gift of the canal.’ But in 
the subsequent treaty with Panama we did 
covenant that our sovereignty and dominion 
over the canal zone should never be trans- 
ferred to or shared with any other nation. 

There is no conflict “between neutraliza- 
tion and fortification. | 

If we have not the right to fortify the 
canal on land, what right would we have 
to fortify the approaches to it with ships 
of war? If permitted to fortify it by sea, 
by fortifying the approaches to it, what, in 
the event of war, would become of our Pa- 
cific coast line of 4000 miles when our en- 
tire navy would be required to guard the 
Atlantic and Pacific entrances to the canal? 

We are expending $400,000,000 in the con- 
struction of this greatest work of the cen- 
turies—this rift between two continents 
through which the commerce of all nations 
can pass in deep-sea,ships and the stormy 
desolation -of Antarctic seas be foreve 
avoided. Shall we, after construction, leave 
it open to destruction by any petty piratical 
power that may be secretly provided by 
some jealous great power with a couple of 
ships and a few tons of dynamite? Shall 
we construct a great building and fill its 
vaults with treasure, and then leave it un- 
locked, utiguarded and open to the depre- 
dations of burglars? The canal, if in the 
possession of any enemy, would be a pos- 
itive disadvantage to us, and we would have 
expended a colossal sum of money to dig 
a trap for our own feet. 


HE BELLOWING OF BOLO. 

Father Bolo of Paris is “at it again.” 
Some months since he gravely declared that 
Parisian maidens, who were once shrinking, 
modest and free from vicious tendencies, 
had, under the evil counsels and example 
of American girls, been led far from the 
gardens of innocence, where they bloomed 
in calm domestic quiet, into highways of 
fashionable dissipation, where their cheeks 
were flushed with the hectic of passion 
and their eyes indulged: in the wickedness 
of winking at young men. 

And now Bolo bellows from his pulpit as 
follows: | 


“I am told that certain saloons are 
frequented by young girls of good birth, 
but bad breeding, who affect language 
and conduct which shock even men. 
The simple, modest young girl with a 
shy laugh has disappeared from our 
natural history; another species is at- 
tempting to replace it, one which Scho- 
penhauer would have called ‘the mon- 
key with a pig-tail.’ 

“But because this young girl of today 
takes liberties like an American, flirts 
like an English girl, réads like a Nor- 
wegian, is omnivorous and versatile as 
a’ Russian, uses her eyes like a Span- 
fard, and tomorrow may be dressed like 
a Turk, this is not enough to conclude 
that she is quite French or even quite 
Parisian.” 

Of course it is impossible to discipline 
Bolo with a baseball bat, but somebody 
ought to require him to rise and explain. 
What “liberties” does an American girl 
take more than other girls? What expert- 
ness in flirting has an English girl ever 
achieved that entitles her to rank as easily 
first in that fine art? What right has His 
Reverence to say that Spanish girls are 
handier with their eyes than other girls, 
or that any girl will tomorrow dress like 
a Turk? Haw does Father Bolo happen to 
know so much about girls, anyhow? If Rolo 
has a supervising bishop there is some work 
cut out for that dignitary. | 


WO HEADS BETTER THAN ONE. 

There are two sacred and absolutely 
authentic skulls of the late lamented Oliver 
Cromwell in existence at the present time, 
and they are both in the possession of re- 
spectable and unimpeachable owners.

OVER THE SEA. 


The vocation of nursing bids fair to be- 
come a craze among fashionable women in 
London. A good deal is being made of the 
newsa that Nurse Grimston, has enter- 
tained a training home in Bow,” happens to 
be the Earl of Verulam’s daughter, Lady 
Sybil Grimston, but as a matter of fact, the 
British peerage has supplied a good many 
recruits to the profession of nursing in the 
last few years. 

Lady Esher’s first aid classes, held at her 
London house, have given a considerable 
impetus to the movement, while the prac- 
tical interest in nursing institutions which 
Queen Alexandra repeatedly has shown is 
also largely responsible for the firm hold 
which the vocation has taken on the minds 
of society women. 

One of the best known society women is 
ady Annesley, who became deeply inter- 
«sted in hospital work and spent much of 
her time in the wards of the City of Dub- 
‘in hospitals. But for her marriage she 
would have adopted nursing as a profes- 
sion, and in the end she founded a village 
hospital in the grounds of her) home in 
Lady Hermione Blackwood, 
a marquis’s daughter and sister of Lord Duf- 
ferin, is president of the Irish Nursing As- 
sociation, and among earls’ daughters who 
have been greatly to the fore in the nurs- 
ing world are Lady Katherine Stanhope, 
Lady Rosalind Northcote, Lady Griselde 
Cheape and Lady Maud Keith-Falconer.

The harness may cost anything from £250 
to £500 to make, and is usually fitted with 
silver, brass, or silver-plated fittings, ac- 
cording to the rank of the peer concerned. 
The King’s state harness is of most elab- 


| orately engraved and carved brass, and its 


cost appreached £1000. 

China is about to issue a new currency, 
but a delay has been experienced due to the 
fact that after the first set of dies had been 
made they are found to be unsatisfactory 
in many respects. The two characters for 
“One Dollar” in Chinese were not sufficiently 
distinct, and there was no statement in the 
English language as to the value of the 


coin. Other changes were deemed necessary 


in the design, so that all of the dollars 
which had been minted were remelted in 
preparation for being recast. At the pres- 
ent time, the mint at Tientsin is busily en- 
gaged in using the new dies which have 
been prepared, minting coins of the value 
of $1, 50 cents, 25 cents and 10 cents. There 
is no coining of nickel 5-cent pieces at pres- 
ent. The minting of new copper coins is 
also proceeding, so that within six months 
it is probable that the new currency will be 
put in circulation. Dies have also been 
prepared for the four other mints, situated 
in Canton, Fuchow, Wuchang and Chengtu, 
but the minting of the new coins has not 
been commenced at these branch mints. 
Those who have seen the new coins say that 
they are of a good design, and are certain 
of winning their way into public favor.

NOT REAL RECIPROCITY. 


BY WALTER J. BALLARD. 

It is well that the farmers and ranchers 
of California and elsewhere should know 
that the pending reciprocity agreement with | 
Canada proposes to place on the free list 
many articles. and * commodities most of 
which are produced in both countries, 
among which are the following: 

Fresh Frvits—Apples, pears, peaches, | 
grapes, berries and all other fruits in their 
natural state, except lemons, oranges, 
limes, grapefruit, shaddocks, pomelos and 
pineapples. 

Dried Fruits—Apples, peaches, pears and 
apricots, dried, dessicated or evaporated. — 

Fresh Vegetables—Potatoes, sweet pota- 
toes, yams, turnips, onions, cabbages and 
all cther vegetables in their natural state. 

Parley, wheat, rye, oats and buckwheat, 
dried peas and beans, edible. 

Live Animals —Cattle, horses and mules, 
swine, sheep, lambs and all other live ani- 
mals; also poultry, dead and alive, besides 
eggs of barnyard fowl in the shell. If the 
agreément is ratified sad days are ahead 
for the Petaluma hen. 

Corn, sweet corn or maize, hay, straw 
and cowpeas and honey (a California spe 
clalty.) 

Dairy Products—Butter, cheese and fresh 
milk and cream. — ;

the eighty-nine voting against it, that reci- 
procity, or free trade as it should be called, 
with Canada will not hurt the Californian 
and other American farmers and ranchmen. 

If one Canadian farm animal, or one 
pound of Canadian butter or cheese, or one 
box of Canadian apples or of the other 
fruits named, or one can of Canadian milk, 
or one bushel of Canadian barley or other 
cereal, or one case of Canadian eggs, or 
one dozen of Canadian poultry, or one ton 
of Canadian hay, or one pound of Canadian 
honey is sold in this country of enormous 
production needing its own market, it must 
and will hurt the American producer just 
| that much. 

Bet, say they, you will have the freedom 
of the Canadian market for your farm prod- 
ucts. True, but for every one chance to us 
of selling in Canada, the Canadian produc- 
ers will have thirteen chances of selling in 
this country, as our markets are thirteen 
times as large as theirs: And still they call 
that “reciprocity” (an even exchange,) 
while the odds are thirteen to one against 
us. 
The preser® propo#ition is not “reciproc- 
ity” nor anything like that. It is a fake 
and utterly unworthy of the past record and 
nation-building success of the Republican 
party. It is Democratic free trade masquer- 
ading as “reciprocity,” and should be turned 
down by the Republican majority in the 
Senate. Its authors even say they would 
have compacted with Canada for absoluute 
and entire free trade, but Canada objected 
on the ground of “having manufactures to 
protect.” Where was their warrant from 
this nation for offering to Canada such a 
compact as “entire free trade” or even the 
present abortion? It is safe to say that if 
the present proposition were submitted to 
the American people for ratification by their 
individual votes it would be buried out of 
sight, and properly so. 

Do not forget that if the present propo- 
sition is ratified Great Britain is still to 
be allowed to send dutiable goods into Can- 
ada—British goods that.compete with Amer- 
ican goods—at one-third less duty than Can- 
ada will charge us. Where is the “reciproc- 
ity” in that? 

Also bear in mind that if this bill passes 
as now drawn by Democratic Chairman Un- 
derwood it carries in it a clause which re- 
quests the President to proceed to the 
development of further reciprocity—free 
trade by additional negotiations. Where 
will the end be? What about Mexico, our 
nearest neighbor to the south, as Canada is 
our nearest neighbor to the north? Geo- 
graphical contiguity applies equally in both 
cases, as well as transportation facility.

TRAMMEL LAW PASSED 
CALLED DEAD LETTER. 


The use of the common three-mesh 
or trammel net, which takes fish by 
their pocketing themselves by push- 
ing through the larger meshes a bag 
formed of the smaller, has been inter- 
dicted by the State. 

The late Legislature considered the

that these nets are very destructive, 


and by taking-all sizes of fish, are 


wasteful.

The decision had already been made 
to abandon Montgomery, Ala., as the 
Confederate capital, and June 1 was 
the date set for the formal installa- 
tion of the Confederate government at 
Richmond. The alliance of - Virginia 
with the Confederacy had rendered j5 
inevitable the choice of Richmond as |— 
the capital. Virginia must be the 
battleground, and fifty years ago to- 
day the various small armies that jj 
the Confederacy had already raised 
were being disposed and drilled to de- 
fend Northern Virginia and the ap- 
proaches to Richmond. 

These armies were in command of 
officers of high character, for the Con- |i 
federacy had secured some of the best 
men of the old service.
